PURE FOOD BILL 

Passes Senate By Big Major- 
ity. Prohibits Trade in 
Adulterated Goods 
Between The 
States. 



After fifteen years of more 
ess careful consideration of the 
ubject the U S Senate on Wed- 
nesday passed the pure food bill 
by a vote of 63 to 4. It now goes 
the House. 

The bill makes it a misdemean 
or to manufacuture or sell adulter- 
ated or misbrunded foods, drugs, 
medicines or liquors in the District 

f Columbia, the territories and 
insular possessions of the United 
States, and prohibits the ship- 
ment of such goods from one State 
to another or to a foreign country, 
and also prohibits the receipts oi 
such goods. 

Punishment by a fine of $500 o 
by imprisonment for one year or 
both is prescribed- In the case of 
corporations the ollicials in charge 
are made responsible. 

Tue bill also defines foods, drugs, 
medicines and liquors, and also 
prescribes standards for them.

Amsterdam Professor Has Become an 

Adept in the Art of Controlling- , 
Work of Nature. 

four-leavt'd clbvrrs may be 
grown in abundance on lawns or 
iu flower beds. The raising of four- 
tared closers has been made pos 
sible by Prof*. De Vries.of Amsterj 
dam, who ling found a plunf 
bearing six or seven four leavtd ( 
clovers, capable of being trans- , 
planted. He first sowed them, and 
ainee then lie has had a new gen j 
eration each year. Each time he 
chose his seeds from a fourth of 
the best plants; that is, from 
those which had the most four or 
five leaved clovers. It was the j 
third generation which began to 
be rich in the desired form of leaf 
lets, but only with four and flvo| 
leaflets, and t hese only in the adult 1 
plant. During August and Rep 
tember of the same year he re- 
marked a very few with seven 
leaflets. At (his point he reduced 
his seleci ion to a severe standard. 
He chose for his progenitors only 
those plants having two thirds of 
all their leaves with four or more 
leaflets. But he had discovered a 
curious fact that much simplified 
his selection from then on. Id 
sowing clover one may observe 
that tbe first leaf of ea. h young 
and subsequent leaflets have reg- 
ularly three leaflets. This knowl 
edge made it possible for him to 
make bis selection much more 
quickly. He had only to choose 
the young clovers with compou .d 
leaves and transplant them f:om 
his glass house to his garden, 
leaving the others to perish. Thus 
he did not need so many hundred 
individuals aa before, though each 
year he still selected some thou 
sands of seedlings from their sow- 
ing pots. At last, after eight, 
years of effort, the new variety of 
clover came int« existence, 
this crop nearly all young plants 
had their first Icu compounded, 
and all, with few eiceptlons, wer* 
five leaved. 

world's^oldestTndustry 

Salt Diving in the Dead Sea Survival 
of Ancient Industry— Work 
Near Jordan's Mouth. 

There are in the Holy Land but 
few industries and these of the 
most primitive kind, says the 
Technical World. The awful de* 
olation of the Dead sea, however, 
which lies nearly 1,300 feet below 
the level of the Mediterranean, is 
broken here and there by the salt 
divers, whose work is probably as 
ancient as the human race itself. 
From remotest antiquity the salt 
of the Dead sea has been collected 
and brought to the Jerusalem 
ket, where it is used for curing 
hides and for domestic purposes. 

Dead sea water contains over 
25 per cent, of solid aubstance, of 
which seven per cent, is chloride 
of sodium, or common salt. It is 
chloride of. magnesium which 
gives the water its horribly bitter 
taste, while the chlordide of calci- 
um makes it feel smooth and oily to 
tbe touch, so that after the very 
curious sensation of a bath in the 
Dead sea, the skin retains an oily 
sensation. 

The Dead sea contains no living 
creature; sea fiaji put into its wa 
tere speedily die. Not a single 
boat navigates its strange waters 
nor is there any sign of life, save 
the isolated parties of salt divers, 
who scrape and slowly amass their 
precious glistening heaps of crys 
tal near the mouth of the Jordan. 

When a sufficient cargo is made 
ready a long string of cameU 
crosses tbe desert; and the salt is 
loaded up inlo panniers or "shwer- 
rieB," and taken into Jerusalem, 
where it finds a ready market.

>enj. Franklin Holds This DtstSa*? 
Hon Anions; Americana — Char- 
acter Had Many Sides. I 

Men Franklin was the first ol 

onr gre*nt "self-made" men — tht 
greatest example, in his day, of a 
rise from obsc urity to wealth and 
position. He owed his success en 
tirely to his own efforts. His par 
cuts were people of little ambi 
tion, with means enough for a 
modest living, but insufficient to 
give him the education that hud 
been planned for him. None of hi* 
ancestors had succeeded in more 
than a humble way. relates llos 
mer Whitfield, in Success. 

When he landed in Philadelphia, 
a mere boy. he had only one clolla 
and a few* pence over; at the tim< 
of his death he was easily the most 
prominent man in America, 
well as one of the richest. Indeed, 
he stands as the' very greatest of 
r.ll the multitudes, of American, 
who have risen from nothing t< 
greatness. Our modern "self 
made" men have, as a rule, sue 
Deeded along the single line o 
money, art, scholarship ,or science 
Rarely has the first been aeeom 
panied by any one of the latter. 
Franklin' stood at the top in all. 
At the age of 42. without college 
(raining, he had become a man ol 
position and means. He was al 
ways a scholar, and his attain 
ments were honored by degrees 
from Scottish and American uni 
versifies; as a scientist, his fame 
extended to every country. Be 
sides, he had some opinions on 
medicine which were uot un 
worthy of consideration, and he 
even made a considerable study of 
scientific agriculture. He was the 
most many sided man in all our 
public life. 

As a business man he had onf 
failing — a luck of order and meth 
od. He himself complains that he 
never could learn to keep things 
in their places or arrange any sys 
tem. This was one of the com 
plaints made against his work as 
an ambassador in France, 
would possibly have meant his 
failure in the involved m 
present-day business. But he had 
the ability to see and grasp an op 
portunity, and bis enterprises be 
came finally almost of the nwini 
fold nature of a modern depart 
ment store. In addition to his 
printing shop, which was the main 
object of bis attention, he sold 
books, importing many from Eu 
rope, published books and tracts, 
and conducted a stationery store, 
besides editing and publishing his 
own writings, and even sold gro 
ceries, feathers, and junk of vari 
ens kinds. Some of the various 
lines that he handled included 
medicine, toilet articles, clothing, 
vehicles, lottery tickets, mariner's 
compasses and rags. In connec 
tion with his trade in the latter ar 
tide be established a small mill 
and manufactured paper. It 
also recorded that he bought and 
sold negro slaves and carried on 
considerable trade in taking up 
and disposing of the terms of in 
dentured servants. As a side is 
he invested in real estate aud 
bought a farm of 300 acres near 
turlington, N. J., which he worked 
arefullv.

Search-Lights in the Sea. 
Amongthe deep sea crustaceans 
of the group Fuphausiides, says 
M. Maurice Caullery, of the 
French Association for the Ad 
vuueement of Science t there are 
many species possessing luminous 
organs, which irresistibly remind 
the observer of the lanterns of an 
tomobiles projecting their rays 
into the night. Upon examining 
the structure of some of these or 
gans, it is found that they consist 
of a kind of spherical reflector, 
backed by a screen of red pigment. 
The light issues from a phosphor 
escent tissue in front of the re 
fleeting surface, is concentrated 
by a lens of transparent sub- 
stance, and finally is Bent forth in 
the form of a beam from the re- 
flecting surface.

COUN TY UNIT BILL. 

The Senate Adopts a Snbstitnte 
for the Cammack Bill 

On Friday in tbe Senate a bill 
was introduced and adopted, which 
r p:als an act upon which 
local option law is based. In this 
they were aided by some mun who 
had formerly supported the Cam- 
mack bill. The chief feature of the 
substitute is that the cities and 
towns of the 1st, 2nd, 3rd, 4th and 
5th classes form a unit in themsel 
ves and the country districts out 
side of the towns form a separate 
unit, and in tbe counties having 
towns of 6th class the entire coun- 
ty foims a unit. This substitute 
was strongly opposed by Senator 
Cammack, other temperance advo- 
oates and the Anti Saloon League. 
Telegrams were sent to many towns 
and on Sunday many congregations 
passed resolutions urging the 
House to reject the substitute and 
insist on the adoption of the orig- 
inal Cammack bill, which makes 
the entire county the unit and 
holds all territory that is now un- 
der local option law. 

Announcement was made in 
churches in this city, and on Sun- 
day afternoon at the Baptist Chur 
cb a mass meeting was held. A 
committee was appointed who pre 
pared resolutions to be forwardei 
to Firnkfortto represenative Clai 
and tbe clerk of the House, urginj 
the rejection ol the substitute ant 
the adodtion of the original Cam 
mack bill. A copy was presentei 
to Senator Eeton.
